1. PARAS 2 AND 3 ( REFTEL A) AND PARA 5 ( REFTEL B) AS 
REWORKED BY DRAFTING GROUP ACCEPTABLE AND MISSION MAY 
SUPPORT. 

2. PARA 4 ( REFTEL C) CAUSES PROBLEMS IN TWO RESPECTS. AS 
CURRENTLY PHRASED IT COULD ALLOW OTHER STATES TO MAKE 
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DIRECT DEMANDS ON U. S. GOVERNMENT EMPLOYEES WHO MIGHT BE 
ON LIST OF EXPERTS. IT WOULD ALSO ALLOW " ANY COUNTRY" TO 
CALL ON EXPERTS TO INVESTIGATE CARGOES WHICH COULD PROVIDE 
JUSTIFICATION FOR THIRD COUNTRIES TO CHECK ON, AND PERHAPS 
TAKE ADVERSE ACTION IN RESPECT OF. RHODESIAN GOODS BEING 
SHIPPED TO U. S. UNDER BYRD AMENDMENT. 

3. WE ARE UNABLE TO ACCEPT PARA 4 AS IT STANDS AND SUGGEST 
MISSION TRY FOLLOWING LANGUAGE WITH DRAFTING GROUP: 

" TO ASSIST GOVERNMENTS IN THEIR EFFORTS TO PREVENT VIOLA- 
TIONS OF SANCTIONS THE COMMITTEE WILL PUBLISH A LIST OF 
EXPERTS , OF FIVE OR SIX ASSAILANTS ( STORIES 

DIFFER) ONE WAS KILLED AND TWO WERE WOUNDED AND CAPTURED 
IMMEDIATELY BY EL AL GURARD. ONE APPARENTLY CAPTURED 
SHORTLY THEREAFTER BY CYPOL ON AIRPORT ROOF, AND ONE AT 
LARGE, OR TWO ACCORDING TO LATEST REPORTS. 

4. WE WILL PROVIDE IDENTIFYING DATA ON INDIVIDUALS WHEN 
AVAILABLE. POLICE IDENTIFY AS ARABS, CLAIM 8 OR 9 IN THEIR 
HANDS. TWO NAMES AVAILABLE: SOULTAN MOHAMMED AND 
SAYED ABDUL RAHMAN. EXPECT FURTHER IDENTIFICATION BY 
MORNING. 

5. CBC REPORTS ONE CYPOL GUARD WOUNDED AT EMBASSY 
RESIDENCE. ISRAELI AMB TIMOR SAYS LANDLORD ( WHO LIVES 
ON GROUND FLOOR) SLIGHTLY INJURED. NO OTHER REPORTS OF 
CASUALTIES. 

6. AIRPORT TRAFFIC AGAIN NORMAL. ISRAELI RESIDENCE 
DAMAGED. IMPOSSIBLE AS YET TO SAY WHETHER ATTACK ON EL 
AL PLANE WAS SUICIDE ATTACK, OR WHETHER SOME OTHER PLAN 
WENT ASTRAY. ATTACK APPARENTLY INEPT, WITH ATTACKERS 
CHANGING CARS ON TARMAC, CIRCLING AIRPLANE WITHOUT 
APPARENT COORDINATED ATTACK STRATEGY. 

7. PRESUME YOU ARE GETTING FBIS REPORTS. WILL 
PROVIDE FURTHER ASSESSMENT AS FACTS AVAILABLE.
